Washington, Feb. 25—Further rep- 
resentations were maue by the Amer- 
ican government early today to Uen- 
ural in-ancisco Villa pointing out tlie 
importance ot giving up the body o£ 
u uliam. a. Benton, r.ne Scotchman re- 
ueutly 
executed at Juarez, whose 
death officially is being investigated 
bv the 
'United States and ureat 
House 
officials, after Secre- 


tary Bryan had le£t, made this expla- 
nation of the status o£ the inquiry tor 
teuton's body. 
. 
Two dispatches were received yes- 
terday, one from consular agent (Jar- 
ruthers, saying Villa would not-pe> 
nut a view of the body "at this time, 
but would do so later. That message 
came during the afternoon. 
Change of Attitude. 
Late last night a message was re- 
ceived from Consul. Letcher at Chi- 
huahua, who had 
been in personal 


• conference with Villa. He reported 
Villas was willing to have the widow 
and relatives o£ Bfinton see the body 
when it was exhumed and that their 
visit would be permitted in the pres- 
ence of representatives to be designat- 
ed by the American government. 
The change in General Villa's atti 
tude as reflected in these two mes- 
sages, it was said, was the result o£ 
representations by the United States 
that his attitude was not satisfactory. 
The "United States will designate an 
army surgeon as one of its represen- 
tatives and 
an

body will be made according to White 
iiouse officials. 
Carranza Firm. 
El Paso, Feb. 
2o.—Louis Cadrara, 
C'arranza's confidential agent, visited 
the rebel officials at Juarez yesterday, 
and is reported to have done some 
very plain speaking, with reference to 
the Benton and Bauch matters. 
"We must clear up these matters 
no matter how back they may turn 
against us Caranza told 
his fellow 
revolutionists.

things worse. H is like a snow ball 
growing constantly larger." 


Still Uncertain. 
El Paso, Tex.; Feb. 25.—Uncertainty 
still prevailed here today as to what] 
General Villa of the constitutionalist 
army proposes to do regarding the re- 
(juest of the United States government 
that he deliver to the widow the body 
of William S. Benton, the British £Ub- 
ject whom he executed last week. 
Conflicting reports of the rebel gen- 
eral's proposed action have been re- 
ceived here. A message sent by Villa 
to the -American- consul at. ,J.uar£z.,waa 
translated to' read that Benton's body 
will be delivered . to 
the widow, but 


not at the' present time. 
. 
However, American Consul Letcher 
at Chihuahua, where General Villa is 
making temporary headquarters, re- 
ported that Villa declines to deliver 
the body, but that he will permit the 
widow or other relatives to visit the 
cemetery with American representa- 
and that for their benefit he will order 
an exhumation of the body which will 
then be re-interred in the grave from 
which it would be removed. 


Villa's Statement. 
In a telegram, to one o£ his subordi- 
nates at Juarez General Villa was re- 
ported as saying: 
"I will not give up the body out of 
respect to the dead. It was interred 
with all religious observances and a 
cross erected.over it and I will not al- 
low the sacrilege of its removal." 
United States secret service opera- 
tives said they l;ad received informa- 
tion which did not make public, that 
indicated that Gustav Bauch, the miss- 
ing German American, has met a fate 
similar to Benton. 
Constitutionalists today expressed 
their pleasure over the reported vol- 
untary surrender yesterday of the fed- 
eral gunboat Tampcio with its crew 
tn constitutionalist officials at Topo- 
lobampo. The surrender of the Tam- 
pico gave the rebels their first armed 
vessel. 
At Fever Heat. 
Isterest in the case of William S. 


Benton, who was executed by Gen. Vil- 
la at Juarez eight days ago, centered 
today in. the arrival of Charles Perce 
val, British consul at Galveston, who 
was expected here today to make a 
thorough investigation. 
His efforts to 
find out just how Benton was killed 
it is expected, will bring a definite 
statement from Gen. Villa at Chihua 
hua as to what may be done with the 
body. 


Reports of Villa's intentions were 
vague and varied last night, ranging 
from a flat refusal to deliver the body 
or permission to relatives to visit the 
grave. It was reported also he would 
permit an 
examination of the; body 
later.

•roads. 
The state will receive $15 a month 
for each 
convict's labor. 
Half of 
'this will go to the penitentiary fund 
and hall' to the 
man's personal ac- 
counts. 
The county 
in which th'e 
men work will maintain them with- 
out the expense and of guard and 
overseers. 
Governor Colquit today announced 
that 
preparations were 
about com- 
plete lor th'i paroling of forty more 
•men under similar conditions to the 
Texas state railroad for construction 
work.

Macon, Ga., Feb. 25.—Macon exper- 
ienced the first heavy snowfall in sev- 
eral years today. Three inches already 
have fallen and the snow continues. 
The temperature Is thirty degrees.

Savanah, Ga., Feb. 25.—For the first 
time in something like twenty years 
Savanah is experiencing a snow fall 
today. 
About two inches fell. In 
Columbus, Ga.,

CRACKSMEN ATTEMPT 


JOB AT DES MOINES 


Unsuccessful in Plan to Blow Up 


Vault in State Treasurer's Office

Des Moines, la, Feb. 24.—An un- 
successful attempt : to dynamite the 
vault in the state' treasurer's office 
here was made today. Two of the 
state house watchmen were bound 
and gagged, but the safe blowers got 
Only $5 which they took from a cash 
drawer in the treasurer's office. . 
The cracksmen, four in number and 
masked, entered th'e building 
about 
midnight. After binding, and gagging 
the watchmen they drilled four holes 
in the vault and set off the charges 
which .failed to open the door. 
After they had left Russell succeed- 
ed in releasing himself 
from his 
bonds and 
telephoned the 
police, 
who immediately began work on the 
case. 
After two explosions 
were set oft 
around the door of the vault the men 
were about to begin a third attempt- 
when 
they 
were; interrupted. 
The 
watchmen who were 
overpowered 
were Mills Russels and George Car- 
penter. A. J; Gay, another watchman 
was said by the police,"to have been 
"peacefully asleep in 'the supreme 
court room," while the attempted rob- 
bery was in progress.

QUACK PHYSICIANS 


Federation of Medical 
Boards Seek- 
ing to Establish Uniform Stand- 
ards for License.

25.—A nation-wide 
program to prevent an on-coming race 
of "quack-doctors" was outlined ttert 
t.oday when the Federation of State 
Medical Boards of. the United States 
went into session. The federation is 
striving to bring about uniform legis- 
lation and a uniform, minimum, edu- 
cational standard, 
both preliminary 
and professional .for all applicants for 
license to practice .medicine. 
Eminent 
physicians, 
representing 
all branches of the healing art,- from 
:he homeopaths to the electics. and 
nientai healers, were ready to present 
their diagnosear of. "ailing" sections of 
various state Jaws .Jgoverning' the. re- 
quirements for" securing a physician's 
certificate, with ,a recommendation for 
;he proper "dose" to be administered 
to effect a cure. . . - ' ; • 
"Most state, boards, are obliged to 
recognize all;'; of the' medical colleges 
in their owii" state .whether they are 
good or bad schools,'' said Otto V. 
Huffman, secretary-treasurer 
of the. 
New 
York 
State ; Medical Board. 
'The American Medical Association's 
•ist of jnedical schools is not suffi- 
cient because it considers acceptable 
some sehools^*hateat«--noi,,; 
to some of the 
high.1'-' standard atate 
medical boards. 
"The federation 
is on. record 
as 
Javoring the establishment of uniform 
,aws 
that shall require a standard 
high-school education before a person 
may take up the study of medicine, a 
iour year's-course'in the 
study of 
medicine, 
and medical colleges 
1 o 
have abundant hospital .and dispen- 
sary connections for giving students 
;he necessary practical experience. 
"At present there is a heterogene 
ous lot of Jaws in'the country rela- 
:ive to the' practice of medicine and 
the requirements in no two states are 
exactly alike. Very few state boards 
lave facilities for passing 
upon the 
credentials oE the applicants for en- 
trance to the medical licensing exam 
inations. 
The credentials as to- the 
ligh school requirements 
should he 
passed upon by one thoroughly famil- 
ar with high, schools.' 
When tne 
federation's 
standard 
s into effe'ct it will be impossible 
tor anvone to be graduated 
from a 
medical college before he reaches the 
age of 22 . This is really entirely too

advance. It "is not a question of-few- 
er doctors, but better doctors. 
"The greatest abuse today is a loop 
hole that may be found in the laws 
and regulations of dearly all state 
boards which provide that applicants 
for a license to practice shall furnish 
a credential of having passed 
such 
and such an educatio.n or its eqxiiva- 
lent. This word 'equivalent' provides 
the Loop hole. An applicant may have 
been examined by anybody anywhere, 
and 
furnished a 
certificate 
saying 
that he has passed an 
examination 
which is the equivalent of the educa- 
tional standard required. This abuse 
must be corrected."

WOMEN SUCCESSFUL 


WITH FEDERAL WORK 


Employ Women Clerks on 'Interstate 


Commerce Commission—Many 


Take Examinations.

W»sington, Feb. 25.—The feminine 


sex has just won a notable victory 
icre. President Wilson and the house 
lave turned woman suffrage down— 
)ut the. interstate commerce commis- 
sion has just determined to employ 
women clerks. 


The commission has 
been 
mere 
nan's last stronghold. 
For years it 
las teen the one branch of the gov- 
ernment 
service where only men 
were employed. . Even if. a female 
stnographer passed 100 per cent in 
he civil service 
examinations, she 
couldn't, get on the rolls at the big 
building on F. street where the com- 
mission holds forth. 


The old prejudice against 
women 
as workers held 
fujl sway. The offi- 
cial excuse against their employment 
was that it was necessary at all times 
:o maintain 
a force available 
for 
'field service" and women could not 
be expected to hold themselves in 
•eadiness for transfer to any old 
place in the . country. The 
official 
eason for "the change in policy was 
.bat the commission had now grown 
,o such an 'extent that a permanent 
office force could be, maintained there 
and women would be available. 


But back of the decision to employ 
vomen as clerks lies an interesting 
story. It is that Uncle Sam can't find 
competent male stenographers 
and 
clerks. There are a dozen women 
who take the 
civil service examina- 
ions 
to 
every 
man. Government 
qbs may have a luscious sound to 
he average man,, but most of them 
are becoming wise to the fact that 
while the jobs may be "easy" the op- 
icrtunities for- promotion to class A 
obs are not easy. 


Also there s is a suspicion growing 
among clerks'who entered the service 
o find a "soft snap" that maybe their 
obs are not-.as soft as they antici- 
pated 
Of course the hours are easy 
and the work nothing like as heavy 
as in private employment^but effi- 
iency ratings are 
now in force in 
iearly every department, 
and "the 
lerks must stick tight on their jobs. 
Women play an important part in 
he government work. 
There 
are 
housands employed in the treasury 
epartment alone. Women are 
far 
ind above men in such work as count- 
ng banknotes', assisting plate print- 
ers, and examining engraved notes 
or possible defects. 
Their natural 
ntuition .is superior to that o£ man 
and they are 
peculiarly . fitted £or 
uch work. There are -perhaps fewer 
vomenijn ..the .war and navy depart- 
ueh'ts ithah auy>yhere else, 
but in 
he interior, agricultural,' 
postoffice. 
:ommerce, labor, justice and 
state 
lepartnients. they come near equalling 
he number of men. 


A woman now heads an important 
government bureau—Miss Julia Lath- 
op, chief of the children's bureau. 
Another is on the 
industrial rela- 
ions board—Mrs. Borden Harriman. 
The treasury- department, has one 
women whose place could not he filled 
-rspeeial- examiner of money^ sent -in 
'or redemption. The 
department of 
agriculture recognizes that 
despite 
:hefs and Other male talent woman 
;till reigns supreme in the kitchen by 
laving Miss Hannah -Wessling on its 
lolls as official maker and experiment- 
er in oakery. The same government 
>raneh is now employing women to 
aid in the farm extension work—to 
.ttencl county fairs and show farmers' 
vives1-the best 
way to put up pre- 


3erves. pickles, and the like. Miss 
NeiriPrice is in charge .of this work. 
The department of 
agriculture like- 
vise'numbers .among its employes Dr. 
•Uberta Reed, a woman authority on 
eas and inventor of the Reed test for 
ea adulteration, and Miss Alice Hin- 
cel. one of the world's authorities on 
medicinal roots. Miss Hirikel has writ- 
en six books on the 
subject which 
lave been in such demand from phar- 
macists all over the world that they 
are known as "Miss Hinkel's six best 
sellers." She has also been recog- 
nized by foreifin governments. And 
so it happens, that from a position of 
more tolerance and suspension, the 
government is 'gradually coming to 
•ecopnize women as employes with 
considerable favor.-

Refuse to Give 
Bonds for 
Violenl 


Public Protest at

court today, charged with obstruct- 
ing the police during last night's 
demonstration in Parliament Square 
when they protested violently against 
Premier Asquith's refusal to receive 
them.

SOIL EXPERT TELLS 


OF GARDEN FARMING 


Ninety-Eight .Per Cent of Available 


Land Not Used in Truck 


Gardening. 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE.] 


Washington, Feb. 25.—Gardea truck, 
the second largest crop in the point 
of value grown in the United States, 
s raised on but 2 per cent of the land 
especially adaptable for that purpose 
and most of the remaining 98 per 
cent is idle. Dr. F K. Cameron of 
the bureau of soils, who knows more 
about dirt than any other man in the 
country, has reached this conclusion 
and he says that the present need is 
not for more extensive 'farming but 
'or better shipping facilities and ter- 
minals. The barrier between a city 
dweller and'a mess of green peas is 
o be removed by finance rather than 
by farming. 


"The finest garden soil in the world 
s a sandy loam, usually not very good 
'or general farming," said the expert 
:oday in discussing the question, "and 
and of this nature stretches a'll the 
way from New England to Texas. 
Transportation to market is the big- 
gest -problem •• In -New-York, Chicago,. 
St. Louis and other big cities the prob- 
em is much more the same and it is 
being attacked from two angles. The 
city people are turning 'back to the 
soil' and the engineers are devising 
new methods of quick transportation." 


Dr. Cameron was moved to this 
comment in view of a recent story 
:rom New York that an agriculturist 
;liere had devised a new method of 
'orcing vegetable growth by applying 
'carbonic acid gas" direct 
to 
the 
jarth. 
The government has made 
several experiments of this nature 
but has produced no unusual results. 
Certain other methods, however, rq- 
sult in abnormally large vegetables, 
but these are generally without any 
economic value. 


"Big vegetables do not save any- 
:hing, because there is plenty of room 
;o grow truck," explained the expert. 
'The best.land for this purpose is a 
sandy loam, because it can be con- 
trolled easyi and worked up nicely 
A soil analysis will show the proper 
fertilizer,- and land like muscle, im- 
proves in strength and productivity 
when properly used." 


A pound of fresh poultry represents 
an investment of from 13.1 cents to 
20.6 cents, providing the most scien 
;ific methods have been used in breed- 
ing and feeding. After experiments 
covering nearly three years, during 
which time more than a million v fowls 
were fattened for the market, the an- 
imal husbandry division of the Bureau 
of animal industry has arrived 
at 
these figures. The higher figure rep- 
resents the cost of the fowl in July 
and this gradually becomes less until 
November. 


The experiments were conducted 


under the supervision of Alfred R. 
Lee, 
whose aim was to discover the 
cheapest food for the commercial fat- 
tening of poultry. Every variety of 
:ening was tried and three model ra- 
tions were finally decided upon 
No. 1 consists' of three parts of 
jorn meal, two parts low grade wheat 
flour and one part shorts; No. 2 has 
three parts corn meal and two parts 
low grade wheat flour, and No. 3 has 
five parts corn meal, three parts low 
gradt wheat flour, one part shorts and 
five per cent (correct) tallow. 
The 
same feeding value is secured in a 
ration of three parts corn meal and 
two parts oat flour but at an increased 
cost of 37 cents per hundred pounds 
of grain. 


Tallow makes the fat on the birds 
more pronounced but increases the 
cost of the grain in weight. 
Thick 
condenesed buttermilk in tht place of 
tallow produces better results. The 
addition of beef scraps to the butter- 
milk was tried but this did. not in 
crease the gain ' Grit was found to 
be of no value in fattening for a pe- 
riod under fifteen days. 


Under commercial conditions in the 
middle west the best results are se 
cured by fattening for about fourteen 
days during the summer. After the 
middle 
of September this period 
should be shortened gradually till the 
fattening process lasts only six or 
seven days. 


Birds eat more when fed 
three 
times a day but show greater gain 
per pound when fed by twice a day. 
In the experiments conducted by 
the government there was a grea 
variation in the results secured in fat 
tening. This was due to the differ 
ence in the ability of the birds tt 
take on flesh to their weight at the 
beginning of the feeding, 
and t 
weather conditions. 
• The variation in birds makes the! 
selection in fattening of considerabl 
importance.
